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CSNA Symposium March 12 


The Mexican Revolution, the Denver Mint, John Law, and so-call dollars will be subjects for the 
37th Annual CSNA Numismatic Educational Symposium on March 12 in Fullerton. 

CSNA Education Director Jim Hunt said the symposium — which includes exhibits, raffle, and 
luncheon — will be at the Wyndham Hotel, 222 W. Houston Ave. (By 91 Freeway), from 10 to 4. 

Jim said the hotel has a special CSNA rate: $69 single, $79 double, (714) 992-1700. The 
luncheon will cost $17 with 2 choices. Jim said the symposium is free and provides a great 
opportunity to expand numismatic knowledge. 

The speakers and presentations are: 

Jeff Shevlin on “So-Called Dollars” 

Jeff, who is writing a book on So-Called Dollars, earlier this year founded the national So-Called 
an Collectors Club. Jeff has been an avid collector and researcher of So-Called Dollars for the 
past 15 years. 

Jeff was the publisher of CALCOIN NEWS for over 10 years and is a CSNA Medal of Merit 
recipient. For the ANA National Money Show in Sacramento in 1999 Jeff was the Numismatic 
Theatre Chairman. 

Jeff is a local and national award-winning exhibitor and has given dozens of presentations on 
various numismatic subjects. His many memberships include Life Member of the ANA. 

Joe Flores on “Viva La Revolucion” 

Joe is an avid numismatist who loves collecting all types of coins. He first collected U.S. coins and 
then settled on coins of the Mexican Revolution ( 1910-1920), which he has collected for over 35 
years. He isa well-known author on the subject. 

He owns the largest and most complete collection of Mexican Revolution coins in the world. About 
300 of his rarest coins were displayed at the ANA Money Museum in Colorado Springs during 2003 


and 2004. 
Michael Lantz on “My Experiences at the Denver Mint” 


Michael retired as Coin Press and Coin Production General Foreman, Coining Division of the 
United States Mint at Denver after 34 years of service. His working experience included machine 
operator, press operator, and die setter prior to being a supervisor. 

He ran some of the first Kennedy Half Dollars in December 1963 and took part in the 1965 Peace 
Dollar Program. He also set up the coin presses at the Nevada State Museum and the Old San 
Francisco Mint, made the Colorado Centennial silver and bronze medals, and worked on foreign 
coin orders. He has been a speaker at the ANA's Numismatic Theatre and at many other 
numismatic organizations. 

Joel Anderson on “John Lawand the Mississippi Bubble” 

Joel started collecting coins in the third grade. He found two 1955-S cents in circulation and sold 
them to the local coin store for 20 cents each and decided that this was the hobby for him. 

He switched to collecting world coins and in 1970 while still in High School he started to sell world 
coins by mail on a part-time basis. Joel was graduated from the University of Santa Clara, then 
received an MBA from Dartmouth College. 

Deciding it was more fun to sell coins than to do real work in Silicon Valley as a controller, he 
converted his part-time coin business in 1989 into a full-time business, mainly from his website and 
by catalogs, with his wife, Lila. He isa past president of the CSNA and received its Medal of Merit.

ANA World's Fair of Money in July moved to San Francisco 


ANA has avoided the “roar of the maddening crowd” when it switched host 
city to San Francisco for its 2005 World's Fair of Money in July 27-31. 

San Jose was first choice, but on Dec. 7 its City Council voted to host a 
Downtown Grand Prix auto race which could draw up to 500,000. In the 
vote, it was money that the council has in mind - but not the kind at the ANA 
Show. The city’s coffers stand to gain millions of dollars in its multi-year 
Grand Prix contract. 

When confronted with downtown San Jose being blocked off for the race, 
ANA withdrew show plans and settled on San Francisco s the host cityina 
very short timeframe. 

ANA‘s summer coin show’s five days of activities for 20,000 collectors 
would have been up-ended for hotel rooms by the racing crowd. 

Coin World in its Jan 5 edition applauded the ANA in its decision to move 
its show “away from the roar of racing autos and the maddening multitudes 
they attract.” 

The move turned out to be a better deal because of historic sites that draw 
collectors: The Granite Lady, the Old and New San Francisco Mints, and the 
Federal Reserve Bank with its great Gold Rush Era displays. 

Also, the magic of California being the first quarter dollar to be released in 
2005 made it easy to select another of the state’s city to host the show. The 
move north from San Jose to San Francisco is less than 50 miles. It was a 
win-win for the ANA when it happily discovered that the Moscone Con- 
vention center was available for the last full week in July. 

It’s been over half a century since ANA has been in San Francisco - last in 
1949 when California was celebrating its centennial of statehood. 

ANA Executive Director Chris Cipoletti is enthusiastic about the move to 
San Francisco because it places the ANA’s big show within walking and 
touring distance of numismatic sites that make the heart thump fast at just 
the thought of visiting. 

For starters, the current San Francisco Mint, the Federal Reserve Bank of 
San Francisco and its fabulous U.S. currency exhibit and many other 
attractions that stem from the Gold Rush era. 

The San Francisco Museum and Historical Society and prominent coin 
hobby leaders are seeking a commemorative coin program to obtain 
funding to help restore the Granite Lady, making it into a city museum that 
will devote considerable space to numismatic exhibits focusing on the Gold 
Rush Era. 

The move to San Francisco will, no doubt, be an added challenge to the 
ANA headquarters staff responsible for convention planning and activities, 
but with some patience and understanding on the part of those planning to 
attend, the 2005 show could turn out to be one of the best.

~ Our President's Inaugural Address 


Spindler’s SPIN 3$ 


___Ken Spindler, North Park, USA 
Sharing Love of Coins Paramount to Club’s Success 


Rex prompted me to offer an inaugural message. Ahumorist wrote that in the other 
inaugural address, given just a few days ago in my hometown, Washington, D.C., Mr. 
Bush really wanted to say only 3 words: "Who's your daddy?" 

That's the opposite of what | feel, here. SDNS is a highly cooperative, volunteer 
effort. | can't think of a single active member who isn't entitled to share credit for our 
club's success. 

Aside from enjoying the witty social repartee, the most reinforcing SDNS attendance 
benefit for me is the sense of pleasure | feel after a meeting in which I've acquired 
useful numismatic information or knowledge of history, or I've been genuinely 
entertained by an unexpected spin-off of our hobby. The source may have been a 
guest lecturer, a member who brought in neat material and/or a story to share, or 
simply something | was told or overheard in casual conversation. /'m really glad | 
came tonight! 

Non-numismatists ask me, "Isn't the hobby dying out?" We club members are 
painfully aware of our “aging infrastructure." Yet, the market for numismatic material 
is actually enjoying quite a surge right now. There definitely are many serious 
collectors out there, somewhere. Unfortunately, their incursions into the numismatic 
community seem to be limited to a home computer or perusal of trade periodicals and 
catalogs. We at SDNS know what they are missing by remaining so isolated. 

To spread word of the San Diego area's coin clubs, a Heartland member, Greg 
Schenewerk, prepared large, colorful, framed posters for coin shop walls, advertising 
the affiliated local coin clubs and offering decorative fliers listing club meeting 
information. This project may also be expanded into neighborhood community 
centers. 

We hope these posters lead to increased club attendance, especially bringing in 
younger collectors. 

Greg gave me another marketing idea that perhaps hasn't been attempted or 
pursued vigorously enough. He suggested placing recurring ads or notices of club 
meetings in the various community newspapers and newsletters that are distributed 
in rec centers, libraries, and the like. Pick up a copy of each of these publications 
when you see them, then go home and phone the publisher to find out whether we can 
do this. Work with your club officers to develop the ad "copy," submit it, and monitor its 
publication. It appears that for our clubs to survive we will have to do everything we 
possibly can to get the word out! Only warm and fuzzy feelings are garnered by 
preaching to the choir, like | just did, above. 

We need new blood in the clubs, if only to replace us as officers when our terms 
expire! And remember, "Who's your daddy?" 

Oh, yuck, that's awful, sorry, just kidding about that last part. 
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50 Years Ago - The Installation Banquet had 120 in attendance, including many from the 
Los Angeles, Santa Monica area. The Bulletin didn’t say where they ate nor the slate of 
society officers, but gave the installing officer as Doc Ray Wilson. Past president 
Frenchy Vigneault, who gave a fine speech about many helpful members who made his 
tenure a success, was presented a plaque by Atwood MacDonald with ‘53 and ‘54 half 
dollars that noted the years he served. There were 20 exhibits, with Lew Panosh 
receiving a special award; Francis Jones, 1st; Bruce Wallace, 2nd; Tom Ward, 3rd; and 
Frank Hernandez, 4th. With 120 there, along with 20 exhibits, they must have met ina 
very large room — maybe at the YMCAwhere regular meetings were held.

California has the honor of being the first quarter released in 2005 and is the 31st 
in the United States Mint's 50 State Quarters® Program. 

California — nicknamed the “Golden State” — was admitted into the Union on 
September 9, 1850. 

The quarter depicts Scottish naturalist and conservationist John Muir admiring 
Yosemite Valley’s monolithic granite Half Dome, plus there’s a California condor 
soaring with its 9-foot wingspan. 

The coin bears the inscriptions "California," "John Muir," "Yosemite Valley" and 
" l 850. " 

In 1849, the year before California gained statehood, the family of 11-year-old 
John Muir emigrated from Scotland to the United States, settling in Wisconsin. 

In 1868, at the age of 30, Muir sailed up the West Coast and landed in San 
Francisco. He made his home in the Yosemite Valley, describing the Sierra Nevada 
Mountains as "the Range of Light... the most divinely beautiful of all the mountain 
chains I have seen." He devoted the rest of his life to the conservation of natural 
beauty, publishing more than 300 articles and 10 books that expanded his naturalist 
philosophy. 

In 1890, Congress established Yosemite National Park, and in 1892 John Muir 
helped form the Sierra Club to protect it, serving as that organization’s President 
until his death in 1914. 

Jim was appointed to the 20-member California State Quarter Commission that 
was formed to solicit design concepts from California citizens and to review all 
submissions. - 

The Commission forwarded 20 design concepts to then Gov. Gray Davis’s office 
for further consideration. From these, five were chosen as finalists and sent for final 
review to the United States Mint. 

Gov. Schwarzenegger chose the final selection from this group of five. The four 
other design concepts considered included "Waves and Sun," "Gold Miner," 
"Golden Gate Bridge," and the "Giant Sequoia" design. 

The Department of Treasury approved the "John Muir/Yosemite Valley" design on 
April 15,2004.

The legendary John Muir was 11 when his 
family left Scotland in 1849. They settled in 
Wisconsin, but when he came to the 
Sierras of California, his name became 
world famous because of his efforts to 
save Yosemite as a National Park. 

Today, even the Muir family’s 14-room 
castle in Martinez — near San Francisco — is 
a National Park. His life-time efforts to 
preserve wilderness areas and the 
founding of the Sierra Club has earned 
him the title of “Father of the National Park 
System.” He called the mountains “love 
monuments.” 

Muir — a farmer - didn’t get excited about 
the California Gold. Instead, he treasured 
the state’s wealth of natural wonders, 
especially Yosemite and the High Sierras. 
Today hikers on the John Muir Trail treasure 
the same wonders - thanks to him. 

He died in 1914 at age of 76. California 
celebrates his April 21 birthday as the John 
Muir Day.

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_ Rare Coin ‘Walks’ into ANA World — 


Rare coins seem to ilar at ANA World Fair of Money “from out of the woodwork” 
orelse they “walk in off the streets.” 


The latest coin causing a buzz in the Numismatic World is the 1792 copper cent that a 
New York family brought to the egesiation desk at Pittsburgh last August. The rare 
specimen arrived in a tobacco tin where it had resided for at least the last 30 years in an 
unlocked safe, with the owners unaware of its history or value. 


The fusible coin (silver ape in center to make value of coin worth 1 cent) was sold 

eb. 21 at auction for $437,000, being one of only nine such 
experimental coins produced before the U.S. Mint was 
chartered by era a The chocolate brown, quarter-size 
coin went from its little world in a tobacco tin can to a world 
of fame and wealth — a rags-to-riches story numismaticall 
loved. The owners’ father found the coin in the tin along wit 
other coins belonging to his father who was a coin collector 
around the time of the Civil War. 


“The historical importance of this coin cannot be 
overstated,” said Michael Sherman, vice president of 
os Professional Coin Grading Service, which directed a team of 
Reverse of 1792 Xperts who authenticated the coin. 


The highest bidder was Anthony “Tony” Terranova of New 
York City, according to Donn Pearlman, spokesman for the Beverly Hills auction 
house of Ira & Larry Goldberg Coins & Collectibles, Inc. Terranova was at the ANA 


show and one of two who verified its authenticity. 


_ “The cent’s owners are descendants of Oliver Wolcott, the governor of Connecticut 
in the 1790s and a signer of the Declaration of Independence,” according to auctioneer 
Ira Goldberg. _ The obverse has a Miss Liberty with motto “Parent of Science & 
Indust: Liberty” and the date of 1792. The “ry” in Industry was dropped. The reverse 
has “The United States of America” encircling a wreath with “One Cent” inside. 


The four people who brought the coin in included two women. Dorothy Baber, who 
was on the ANA desk at the time, said one woman remarked to the other when learning 
the coin had value, “Maybe we’! be able to each get a new car.” 


Token Collector & Numismatist Alan V. Weinberg has to eat crow now. He called it 
ballyhoo that the 1792 coin was worth at least $400,000 when it appeared at the ANA 
show. He put a value of around $32,000 on it. 


Weinberg said the coin was shown to Bob Rhue and Tony Terranova at the show. 
“Both believed it to be genuine because ‘it had the telltale ee rim, an 
esoteric fact not widely known to forgers,” Weinberg said. “Tony has handled his 
share of related 1792 silver center cents.”

The designer of the Liberty Numismatic Society in San Mateo, Ed 
Fulwider, wants all honors for his 60th anniversary medal of bloody 
lwo Jima battle go to his dear friend, retired Msgt. Howard “Pappy” 
Young of Oceanside - long-time SDNS member and of other clubs. 

Fulwider was AT Iwo, but not ON Iwo. He said what he “saw and 
heard Marines do at lwo Jima made me all the more determined to 
become a Marine.” He is still chaplain to three Marine groups and a 
former president of the Liberty Numismatic Society. 

He said his dear friend Pappy landed on D-Day and survived the 
entire 36-day campaign without a scratch. “Pappy once told me 
that after lwo, he knew he would live forever,” Fulwider said. “Pappy 
is giving it the ‘Old Marine Corps Try’ at accomplishing just that. He 
will be 98 this Sept 15th.” 

Fulwider said “instead of accepting the honor of having my initials 
on the medal - a perk for being the winning designer — | asked the 
engraver to inscribe Pappy’s name on lower left side between Iwo 
and the foot of the Marine reaching up for the flag.”

Mint messes up Pappy’s Medal 


Well, “Pappy” almost made it onto the Iwo Jima Medal. 

The designer of the 60th Anniversary Medal showing Marines raising the U.S. 
flag ordered that “Pappy” be put on the medal instead of the designer’s initial. 

Ed Fulwider had designed it for Liberty Numismatic Society of San Mateo and he 
wanted to honor a real Marine hero of Iwo Jima — MSgt. Howard “Pappy” Young 
of Oceanside who is a long-time member of SDNS. He’ll be 97 in September. 

Ed said he lost it when he found out his initials were on the medal and not Pappy’s 
as he had ordered. He talked to the mint and got an apology, but in trying to 
support the mistake, said that in all the years of minting medals it had never used 
any other than the designer’s initial. They said since the die had been hardened 
and it would cost $800 to redo it. 

It really hurt Ed to have to tell Pappy “the really terrible news” about what had 
happened and that his name wouldn’t be on the Marine medal. 


Daughter reports on Dear Pappy 


Pappy’s daughter Mickey said her father really loves the Iwo Jima medal 
and appreciates what Ed has done. 

Healthwise, Mickey said he weighs less than 100 pounds but is excited 
about visiting with those who drop by. She said he loves to watch all the 
construction activity around the house. 

“Pappy quit-claim deeded the house to me and suggested I get a reverse 
mortgage and fix things up,” Mickey said. “I am getting a new driveway and 
sprinkler systems front and back, plus sod to replace the old nasty Bermuda 
lawns. There is more parking space, too. 

“The driveway is stamped, tinted concrete. It looks like flagstone and is 
going to be beautiful. Pappy is excited about all the activity. The contractor 
comes in to visit with Pappy

Oregon Quarter is next 


coin to roll out in series 


The 33rd state to join the United State of America is 
the 3rd state of 2005 to be honored in the Mint’s 50- 
State Quarters® Program. 

Oregon was admitted into the union on February 
14, 1859. 

The Oregon quarter features a portion of Crater 
Lake, the deepest lake in the nation and the 7th 
deepest in the world. It’s 1,949 feet deep — and talk 
about clear -- it has a record clarity depth of 134 feet. 

The design views the lake from the south-southwest 
rim, incorporating Wizard Island — as well as 
Watchman and Hillman Peaks— and conifers. 

The coin bears the inscription "Crater Lake." 

Crater Lake is a unique and stunning natural 
treasure, formed by the collapse of Mt. Mazama in 
what is now southern Oregon. The reason for the 
lake’s remarkable clarity is that no streams feed it. 

President Theodore Roosevelt established Crater 
Lake National Park in 1902, with the lake itself as 
the park’s crown jewel. 

It is the sixth oldest national park in the country. 
The mint said since its creation, Crater Lake 
National Park has helped to protect area’s Native 
American cultural ties and the natural habitat of the 
animal and plant life.

Pappy, the son of Ida Buster and 
Coey Young, was born on Sept. 15, 
1907, in Rockford, Washington.

To support his family, he sold vacuum 
cleaners door-to-door, showed 
movies at a theater, and operated an 
elevator. He learned meat cufting. 

Pappy joined the Marine Reserves in 
1938 in Seattle and was called to 
active duty in 1940 on eve of WWII. 

He had just opened a butcher shop, 
closed it and reported to San Diego at 
Camp Elliott. He was a radio tech but 
when word got out that he was a 
butcher, he got mess hall duty. 

In 1942 Camp Pendleton was 
dedicated by President Roosevelt and 
Pappy set up the first mess hall. 

Pappy saw duty on Guadalcanal, 
New Zealand, and was with the 5th 
Marine Division on Iwo Jima. 

He learned fo fly under the GI Bill and 
became a certified instructor. As an 
air traffic controller, he served at El 
Toro and in Korea. In retirement, he 
was again a meat cutter at ‘CamPen.’ 

He manufactured coin holders with 
Plexiglas and attended world shows 
and was active in several coin clubs. 

Friend Ed Fulwider honored him with 
an lwo Jima medal marking 60 years. 

Pappy stressed that he wanted “No 
funeral” so Mickey says “Welcome to 
Pappy’s Party. It’s about his life.”

For the first time ever, the Bureau of Printing and Engraving exhibited 
currency face plates -- dating back to 1934-- which were used to print 
the $500 and $10,000 bills with the San Francisco Federal Reserve 
Bank designation. 

The BEP also showcased its Billion-Dollar Exhibit which features more 
than a billion dollars of antique currency, Treasury bonds, and gold 
and silver certificates.

“Today, the United States Mint launches this 
commemorative coin in honor of the United States 
Marine Corps’s leadership in war and peace.” 

Thousands watched as Fore and Gen. Michael W. 
Hagee, Commandant of the U.S. Marine Corps, presented 
two new silver dollars to Lt. Gen. (Ret.) Ron Christmas, 
president of the Marine a Heritage Foundation, 
which will get a surcharge of each dollar sold to help 
construct the Marine museum. 


Following the ceremony and Marine Corps Band 
performance, Quantico became the first place in the 
nation where the public could buy both the proof and 
uncirculated Corps dollar with the P mint mark. 

The silver dollars also were available online, by 
telephone and by mail, from the United States Mint. 

Designed by Mint sculptor-engraver Norman E. 
Nemeth, the obverse mirrors AP photographer Joe 
Rosenthal’s photograph taken February 24, 1945- 
believed to be the most reproduced photo in history. 

The reverse, by Mint sculptor-engraver Charles L. 
Vickers, features an engraving of the Eagle, Globe and 
Anchor, the official Corps emblem — virtually 
unchanged since 1868. 

The Corps was founded 230 years ago, following 
skirmishes at Lexington and Concord, Massachusetts. 
Delegates to the Second Continental Congress 
assembled in Philadelphia and on November 10, 1775, 
ordered the raising of two Marine battalions to serve as 
a landing force for the growing colonial fleet. 

It was the first link in an unbroken chain of 
distinguished, heroic service that runs the full length of 
United States history. Philadelphia is the birthplace of 
both the Marine Corps and the United States Mint. 

The Secretary of Treasury authorized a maximum

The coin will premiere at the Kansas State Fair in 
Hutchinson on Sept. 9th. Everyone under 18 will 
receive the new Kansas quarter at the gate, which will 
have free admission on the opening date until 11 a.m. 
Boy, talk about a possible stampede that the buffalo 
never heard of! It’s a win-win situation with free-free! 
Atroop of Buffalo Soldiers will also participate. 

State officials were at the Denver Mint on July 18 
watching their favorite coin of the 50-state series 
being minted. 

Kansas is nicknamed the Sunflower State and there’s 
plenty of those to go around. In the summertime, 
there’s sunflowers everywhere, but how many 
“buffaloes” do they see? About 125 years ago, bison 
did roam across the Great Plains — or the Great 
American Desert as some called it. 
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Michael Martinez of Phil's Coins in Wichita said some \ 


people liked the coin and others weren't so excited. 

It's 50-50," Martinez said. "Some people say it's too 
plain; others like it because it is so simple." 

Eric Engstrom, a Wichita historian and coin collector, 
said "I feel proud of our design," he said. "It is a crisp, 
clean design that evokes the sfate." 

Some state's quarters are more popular than others. 
Fewer coins were issued for some states, which makes 
them in demand for collectors. 

Wisconsin's is popular because of an error on some of 
the first coins, Martinez said, and some sold for $500 -- 
but now people can buy them for under $100. 

"Most people who wanted an error quarter have 
already bought them," Martinez said. "The thing about 
error coins is that you never can tell how rare it will be. 
You don't know if they made a hundred of them or a 


million.”

Supreme Court Coin Has Timely Debut 

The recent death of Supreme Court Chief Justice William Rehnquist and 
the Senate Hearings for his nominated successor, John Roberts, have been 
headlined in the news. These events make timely the U. S. Mint’s introduction 
of the Marshall Commemorative Dollar. Otherwise overshadowed by this 
year’s debut of the “Ocean in View!” and bison nickels, statehood quarters, 
and the Marine-Corps dollar, the Marshall dollar honors the man who served 
34 years as Chief Justice. Will Roberts top that record? 

Designed by United States Mint sculptor/engraver John Mercanti, the 
obverse features a portrait of John Marshall. The reverse features a view of 
the Old Supreme Court Chamber, located inside the Capitol building, on the 
side that houses the United States Senate. This is the first United States coin 
(regular issue or commemorative) to feature a Supreme Court Justice or the 
Supreme Court as an institution.

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The Albert L. Baber Best in Show award has been won by top 
exhibitors at many conventions of the California State Numismatic 
Association (CSNA) since 1984. The award is now being retired. 

Over these 21 years, 30 Baber awards have been made at 
CSNA semi-annual conventions. At some conventions, Best in 
Show awards were sponsored by co-hosts NASC or COIN. 

The award is named for long-time San Diego numismatist Al 
Baber. Al started collecting coins when his wife Dorothy gave him a 
bag of Lincoln cents and a “Red Book” to help Al recuperate from a 
mild heart attack in 1954. This started a 45-year involvement in 
numismatics, where he volunteered and was very active in local, 
state, regional, and national organizations in a aes of capacities. 

He served as President of SDNS, the 
San Diego County Inter-Club Numismatic 
Council, California Exonumist Society, La 
Mesa Numismatic Society, Convair 
Coineers, and the CSNA. He was a 
frequent exhibitor and consistent award 
winner at local and regional coin shows in 
California until he died in 1999. 

Al's numismatic honors included the 
CSNA Medal of Merit, ANA Medal of Merit, 
SDCICNC Medal of Merit, Krause 
Numismatic Ambassador Award, Token 
and Medals Society Medal of Merit, and 
ANA’s Glen Smedley Memorial Award,

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In 1775, King George Ill decided that he 
didn't see any need for small coins for his 
subjects. By 1787, the coinage used in daily 
transactions was hard to read, easy to copy 
and there were many counterfeits. The Parys 
Mining Company in Anglessey, Wales, had 
access to a coining press and since they 
mined copper, decided to issue their own 
half-pennies and pennies, using the official 
weight and size. These "tokens" were 
accepted eagerly and soon anyone with a 
minting press was turning out tokens. 
Matthew Boulton’s tokens were very popular 
due to their beauty. Boulton partnered with 
James Watt and their efficient coining 
machines and steam engines helped power 
the Industrial Revolution in England. 


Tokens were made all over England, Wales, 
Scotland, and Ireland and were shipped to the 
Colonies. The area around Cambridge and 
London known as Middlesex has the most 
varieties and quantities.

Tokens were issued between 1787 and 
1796. By 1797, King George III decided the 
common people needed a currency after all, 
and he authorized large copper pennies and 
twopence, which were dubbed “Cartwheels.”

Businesses and individuals issued the 
tokens, mainly in half-farthing, farthing, 
half-penny and penny denominations. Half- 
twopence and sixpence are also known. 
While mostly issued in copper, silver 
tokens were also struck, even in proof. 
Many, but not all, have incuse writing on 
the edge to identify where the token could 
be accepted as money. 

The issuance of the 1797 Cartwheels 
made the tokens obsolete. By 1797, the 
token supply had overcome demand, 
counterfeits were rampant and they had 
obviously outlived their usefulness.
